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PREFACE, 


In  compiling  this  Primer  of  Geography  the  aim  of  the  editors  has  "been,  not  to  pro- 
duce  a literary  work,  hut  to  present,  in  a simple  and  systematic  form,  all  the  material 
necessary  for  the  various  promotion,  entrance,  intermediate,  and  other  official  examinations. 

To  overcome  the  great  difficulty  of  preparing  students  for  these  examinations,  some 
masters  throughout  the  province  have  taken  the  ordinary  text-hooks  in  use,  and  from  the 
multitude  of  sentences,  selected  what  they  deemed  necessary  to  he  learned  hy  the  pupil. 
Others  again  have  used  the  hlackhoard  or  the  dictation  book  for  the  facts  to  he  memorized. 
These  plans  are  objectionable,  as  the  one  does  not  present  the  words  from  the  text-hook 
so  as  to  he  remembered  readily,  and  the  others  necessitate  Jibe  loss  of  much  valuable  time. 
Further,  the  pupil  does  not  recognize  the  word  in  its  written  form,  and  thus  the  spelling  is 
not  taught.  Of  still  more  importance,  and  what  of  itself  should  commend  this  work  tc 
teachers  and  the  public  generally,  is  that  the  exercise  booh  required  for  the  dictation  exer- 
cises in  Geography  alone  costs  as  much  as  this  Primer. 

The  work  is  arranged  in  tabular  analyses,  to  prevent  the  waste  of  time  in  poring  over 
a prosy  text-book.  Brief  notes  are  inserted  at  intervals  to  convey  information  of  special 
interest.  Although  merely  preliminary,  this  book  will  be  found  to  contain  all  that  is  neces- 
sary to  fit  a student  for  any  of  our  examinations  in  the  subject,  Geography. 

As  to  what  and  how  much  to  teach,  those  in  charge  must  exercise  their  own  judgments. 

Since  many  geographical  terms  are  spelled  two  ways,  it  has  been  the  endeavor  to  pre- 
sent the  more  general  form,  for  instance:  ListowelZ,  Chippawa,  Deseronto,  Porto  Rico, 
Mines,  Guadalquivir,  &c.,  &c. 

The  attention  of  both  teacher  and  student  is  directed  to  the  Railway  Map  and  to 
its  analysis  as  special  features  of  the  book.

A description  of  the  earth.  There  are  three  departments  : Mathematical,  Physical, 
Political. 

The  form,  motions,  and  magnitude  of  the  earth. 

The  natural  divisions  of  the  earth’s  surface  into  land  and  water,  the  wind,  rain,  at- 
mosphere, etc.,  etc. 

The  artificial  divisions,  i.e.,  into  countries,  cities,  governments,  etc. 


Mathematical  Geography  Definitions. 

A planet,  i.e.,  a cool  body  revolving  around  an  incandescent  one. 

An  oblate  spheroid  ; i.e.,  a slightly  compressed  sphere. 

Diurnal,  or  Daily,  i.e.,  turning  on  its  axis  from  W.  to  E.  once  in  24  hours  (23  h.,  66m., 
4 sec.).  Result,  day  and  night.  Annual,  or  Yeariy,  i.e.,  revolving  around  the 
sun  in  365dys.,  6hrs.,  9 min.,  10-7  sec.  Result,  Seasons:  Spring,  93  days  ; Sum- 
mer, 94  days ; Autumn,  8J  days ; Winter,  83  days.  Rate  of  travel,  17,000  miles  an 
hour.  Universal,  moving  through  space  as  part  of  the  solar  system. 

Tlxe  reciprocal  attraction  of  matter  to  matter.  Note— The  centre  of  gravity  is  south  of 
the  centre  of  the  earth.  Result,  more  water  in  the  southern  than  in  the  northern 
hemisphere. 

Tho  line  about  which  the  earth  turns.  -Note — All  lines  referred  to  in  these  definitions 
are  imaginary. 

A straight  line  passing  through  the  earth’s  centre  and  terminating  at  both  ends  at  the 
surface.  Equatorial  diameter,  7,925-6  miles ; Polar,  7,S99'2  miles.  In  general 
terms,  8,000  miles;  Circumference,  2k,856,  or  say  25,000;  Area,  107,000,000  miles ; 
Solid  contents,  260  billions  of  miles. 

The  ends  of  the  axis.  There  are  two  : North  and  South. 

East,  where  the  sun  rises ; West,  where  it  sets  ; South,  towards  the  horizon  directly 
under  the  sun  at  noon ; North,  opposite  the  South,  or  towards  the  polar  star. 

Sensible,  where  the  sky  and  earth  seem  to  meet.  Rational,  a great  circle  of  the 
celestial  sphere  whose  plane  passes  through  the  centre  of  the  earth,  and  whose 
poles  are  the  zenith  and  the  nadir.  It  is  parallel  to  the  sensible  horizon.  Zenith, 
the  point  directly  overhead ; nadir,  the  point  directly  underneath. 

A great  circle  around  the  earth,  midway  between  the  poles.  This  divides  the  earth 
into  Northern  and  Southern  hemispheres,  and  is  the  base  line  whence  latitude  is 
calculated. 

Distance  north  or  south  of  the  equator.  Degrees  of  latitude  are  all  very  nearly  the 
same  length. 

A semi-circle  passing  from  pole  to  pole  and  cutting  the  equator  at  right  angles. 

Distance  east  or  west  of  the  first  or  base  meridian.  The  meridian  of  Greenwich,  Eng., 
is  the  base.  All  east  of  it  for  1S0°  is  E.  Longitude;  all  loest  of  it  for  180°  is  W. 
Longitude.  360°  makes  a difference  of  2k  hours,  or  1°  makes  4 min.  Degrees  c) 
Longitude  vary  in  length  from  60 J miles  to  0. 

Small  circles  parallel  to  the  equator. 

Tropic  of  Cancer  23’  28'  N.;  Tropic  of  Capricorn,  23°  23  S.;  Arctic,  or  A.  Polar  Circle, 
23°  23'  from  the  N.  pole  ; Antarctic,  or  S.  Polar  Circle,  23°  28'  from  the  S.  pole. 

One  dividing  the  earth  into  two  equal  parts,  i.e.,  one  whose  plane  passes  through  the 
earth’s  centre.  They  are:  equator,  ecliptic,  meridian,  rational  horizon,  etc. 
Small  circles  do  not  divide  the  earth  equally. 

Torrid,  between  23°  28'  S.  and  23°  28'  N„  i.e.,  within  the  Tropics.  Temperates,  be- 
tween the  Tropics  and  the  Polar  circles,  each  43°  4'  wide.  Frigids,  within  the 
Polar  circles,  each  46°  56'  in  diameter. 

The  great  circle  described  by  the  earth  in  a year.  Its  plane  cuts  the  equator  at  an 
angle  of  23°  28'.  Eclipses  occur  only  when  *>“»  moon  is  on  or  near  this  circle. 

The  line  dividing  light  from  darkness. 

Sun ; moon  comes  between  earth  and  sun.  earth  comes  between  moon  and  sun.' 
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Equinoxes. 

When  the  sun  is  opposite  the  equator,  i.e.,  occupies  the  intersecting  points  of  the 
ecliptic  and  the  equator.  Vernal  Equinox,  21st  Mar,;  Autumnal,  23rd  Sept. 
Day  and  night  are  equal  all  over  the  world  at  these  periods. 

Solstices. 

When  the  sun  is  most  remote  from  the  equator,  i.e.,  when  it  reaches  the  tropics  and 
seems  to  stand  before  returning.  Summer  Solstice,  21st  June;  Winter,  21st 
December. 

Zodiac. 

Moon. 

A belt  in  the  heavens  9°  on  each  side  of  the  ecliptic.  The  chief  planets  revolve  in  it. 

A secondary  planet,  or  satellite,  i.e.,  a small  body  revolving  around  a planet. 
Our  moon  reflects  the  light  of  the  sun,  and  is  the  chief  cause  of  tides.  It  com- 
pletes one  revolution  in  27  dys.,  7 hrs.,  45  m.,  but  new  moon  occurs  only  in  29  days, 
121irs.  41  min.,  a difference  of  2 dys.,  5 hrs.;  Cause,  the  earth’s  moving  on  in  the 
ecliptic.  A place  on  the  earth  directly  under  the  moon  at  a certain  time  is  not  in 
the  same  relative  position  21  hours  afterwards,  but  is  more  than  12°  short,  i.e.,  the 
distance  traversed  by  the  moon  in  its  orbit.  Therefore  the  earth  must  turn  on  51 
min.  to  bring  the  place  in  the  same  relative  position.  Hence  on  the  average  the 
moon  rises  51  min.  later  each  succeeding  day,  or  one  day  in  each  lunar  month.  The 
tide^ are  also  51  min.  later,  i.e.,  there  are  two  tides  in  24  hrs.,  51  min.  Moon’s  mean 
distance,  237,600  miles  ; diameter,  2,153  m.;  size,  50  times  smaller  than  the  earth  ; 
density,  but  little  more  than  half  the  earth’s,  hence  its  attractive  force  is  only  1/90 
as  great. 

Sun. 

The  source  of  light  and  heat.  The  centre  of  our  universe.  Distance,  95,000,000 
miles;  size,  1,300,000  times  larger  than  the  earth.

There  are  four  classes  : (a)  Those  that 
only  receive  waters ; ( b ) those  that  only  give  out  waters ; (c)  those  that  both  receive 
and  give  out;  (d)  those  that  neither  receive  nor  give  oat.  Local  names  ‘.—Loch, 
lough,  were,  tarn,  water,  see,  lac,  &c. 

Spring. 

River 

Water  coming  through  the  earth’s  surface. 

A large  fresh  water  stream,  flowing'into  a sea,  lake,  &c.  Source  or  head,  where  the 
remotest  part  rises  ; Mouth,  where  the  waters  reach  the  sea ; Bed,  the  channel  in 
which  the  waters  flow  ; Banks,  the  sides  of  the  stream.  The  right  bank  is  on  one’s 
right  side  going  down  stream,  the  left  bank  is  on  the  left.  Affluent,  tributary, 
branch,  fork,  feeder,  &c.,  a stream  flowing  into  a river.  Confluent,  one  entering 
the  sea  at  the  same  place  as  another  ; Confluence,  where  two  rivers  join  ; Basin, 
the  whole  area  drained  ; Watershed,  the  ridge  separating  basins  ; Rapid,  a swift 
current ; Fall,  cataract,  cascade,  the  descent  of  a stream  over  a precipice. 

Canal. 

Ocean  Currents 

An  artificial  river  for  purposes  of  navigation,  drainage,  irrigation,  &c. 

Regular  movements  of  ocean  waters.  _ Causes : Evaporation,  wind,  rotary  motion, 
differences  in  specific  gravities  and  in  temperatures  of  waters,  tides.

3.  The  executive  power  is  a Privy  Council  composed  of  the  Governor-General  and 
members  summoned  by  him.  In  practice  these  are  : the  leader  of  the  dominant 
party  in  the  House  of  Commons  and  members  of  both  Senate  and  Commons  recom- 
mended by  him  to  the  Governor-General  for  appointment. 

The  administration  of  the  laws  is  entrusted  to  judges  appointed  by  the  Privy 
Council  of  Canada,  and  to  magistrates  appointed  by  the  Executive  Councils  of  the 
Provinces. 

The  revenue  is  derived  chiefly  from : (a)  Customs,  a duty  levied  on  goods  im- 
ported; ( b ) Excise,  a duty  levied  on  liquors,  tobaccos,  &c.,  manufactured  in  Canada; 
(c)  Post  Office  ; ( d ) Public  Works,  &c. 

The  Expenditure  is  chiefly  on  account  of  : interest  on  the  public  debt,  subsidies 
to  Provinces,  civil  government,  justice,  legislation,  penitentiaries,  surveys,  public 
works,  post  office,  Indian  grants,  immigration,  militia,  &c.

3.  Executive : A President,  assisted  by  seven  heads  of  departments,  chosen  by  him, 
but  who  must  be  approved  of  by  the  Senate. 


Note  1. — Each  territory  is  entitled  to  send  a delegate  to  the  House  of  Representatives.  He  may  not  vote  at 
all,  but  has  the  right  to  debate  on  questions  concerning  his  own  territory. 

2. — The  States  possess  powers  somewhat  similar  to  those  held  by  the  Provinces  of  Canada,  with  the  im- 
portant exception  that  all  subjects  not  expressly  mentioned  as  coming  under  tbe  authority  of 
the  Federal  government  belongs  exclusively  to  the  States.  Each  state  controls  its  militia. 


3. — Mode  of  Electing  the  President. — Each  State  chooses  by  popular  vote  “Electors,”  equal  in 
number  to  the  Senators  and  Representatives  .cnt  by  that  State  to  Congress.  These  “Electors” 
meet  at  their  respective  State  capitals  on  an  appointed  day — the  same  day  throughout  the 
United  States — and  there  vote  for  President  by  ballot.  The  ballots  are  then  sent  to  Washing- 
ton where  the  President  of  the  Senate,  in  presence  of  Congress,  counts  them.  The  candidate 
who  has  received  a majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electoral  votes  cast,  is  declared  President. 
If  no  one  has  a majority,  then,  from  the  three  highest  on  the  list,  the  House  of  Representatives 
elects  a President.  The  Vice-President  is  ex-officio  President  of  the  Senate.  In  case  the 
President  dies  the  Vice-President  becomes  President ; after  him  the  pro.  tem.  President  of  the 
Senate,  and  after  him  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  succeeds  to  the  vacant 
Presidency. 

As  soon  as  the  “ Electors”  are  chosen  it  is  known  who  is  to  be  President,  because  it  is  generally 
well  understood  how  each  “ Elector”  will  vote.

Mostly  flat  or  rolling  prairie  land,  with  few  trees,  except  on  river  banks  and  the 
shores  of  the  lakes ; from  the  Whitemouth  River  eastward  to  Lake  of  the  Woods 
is  mostly  wooded,  rocky  country,  unfit  for  cultivation. 

Some  slight  elevations  of  country,  or  watersheds,  are  named  as  follows : — Duck- 
Mountain,  Riding,  Turtle,  and  Pembina  Mountains. 
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Industries  of  Farming  .—All  except  the  wooded,  rocky  district,  east  of  the  Brokenhead  River,  is 
Manitoba.  well  adapted  for  farming-,  especially  the  raising  of  wheat. 

Lumbering  .-—Carried  on  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  province  and  on  the  shores  and 
islands  of  Lake  Winnipeg  ; but  not  sufficiently  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  pro- 
vince. 

Mining: — Gold  is  found  on  the  shores  and  islands  of  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  and  Lake 
Winnipeg ; coal  exists  in  the  Souris  District  in  the  south-west  part  of  the  pro- 
vince. 

Manufacturing : — Not  yet  carried  on  extensively,  owing  to  the  lack  of  water  power  on 
the  rivers  and  the  scarcity  of  fuel  for  steam  power.

jfi’itrs. —Trapping  fur-bearing  animals  formerly  carried  on  extensively  by  the  Hudson 
Bay  Company  ; the  increase  of  settlement  has,  however,  forced  this  industry  back 
into  th  2 territories. 

Railways  .-—Large  numbers  of  men  are  employed  on  the  construction  and  running  of 
the  various  railways.

A range  is  a tier  of  townships  running  north  from  the  U.  S.  boundary  line  to  the  northern  boundary  of 
the  province. 

Townships  are  numbered  consecutively  northward  from  the  southern  boundary  of  the  province. 

Ranges  are  numbered  alternately  west  and  east  to  the  Principal  Meridian  line  (W.  Long.  97£°,  nearly).

Farmim : — Especially  wheat-growing  from  Manitoba  westward  to  Medicine  Hat ; from 
that  point  to  Calgary,  cattle  raising  is  extensively  carried  on. 

Mining Coal  of  good  quality  is  found  westward  from  Medicine  Hat,  the  measures 
underlying  the  whole  country  from  the  boundary  to  the  far  north. 


Indians. 


Furs : — Trapping  is  extensively  carried  on  in  the  northern  districts  by  employes  of 
the  Hudson  Bay  Company  and  others. 

The  Dominion  having  purchased  the  rights  of  the  Indian  tribes,  these  have  been  located 
upon  reserves.  The  principal  tribes  are  the  Crees  and  the  Blackfeet.  They  are 
kept  in  order  and  protected  from  molestation  and  demoralization  by  the  North- 
West  Mounted  Police,  an  armed  force  of  about  500  men,  maintained  by  the 
Dominion  chiefly  for  this  purpose. 
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
